New’ York. (A P )— A federal stanfp 
of approval

is being 
sought by platinum -sm iths and jew ­ 
elers of the United States in an effort 
to safeguard the platinum purchaser 
just as gobi and silver buyers are nave 
assured of quality by “sterling” or 
karat marks. 
State law's regulating the quality 
of platinum have been passed this 
year in Illinois and New York, and a 
bill is now 
pending in 
congress to 
to make the safeguard nationwide. 
Platinum, 
the 
most 
precious 
of 
metals ,is mined in very small quan­ 
tities, the annual output being about 
150,(KH) 
ounces, 
less 
than 
10,000 
pounds. 
Its 
scarcity is in itself a 
temptation to reduce the quality by 
; the introduction of alloys. 
Today OO per cent of the platinum 
mined is used for jewelry, while the 
rest is turned over to science.
